WASHINGTON (UPIi - Charles 
W. Colson, one of President Nixon s 
former top advisers, pleaded guilty 
today to being part of a plot to try to 
assure the conviction of Daniel 
Ellsberg in the Pentagon Papers 
trial last year. 
Colson could get as much as five 
years in prison and a fine of $5,000 
for his plea to a single count of 
obstruction of justice, in exchange 
for dropping of all other charges 
against him in connection with the 
Watergate coverup and the Ellsberg 
cases. 
Colson, 42, was special counsel to 
Nixon and was ranked higher in the 
White House hierarchy than John W 
Dean III, the highest official who 
previously pleaded guilty or was 
convicted in connection with the 


Watergate scandal. 
Colson is to be sentenced June 21 
by 
Federal 
Judge 
Gerhard 
A. 
Gesell. 
In exchange for the guilty plea, 
Colson agreed to hand over to 
Watergate prosecutors any doc­ 
uments in his possession that they 
might ask for, and may also be 
asked to testify at forthcoming 
trials of other former White House 
and 
Nixon 
reelection 
campaign 
officials facing Watergate-related 
charges. 
Watergate

Leon Jaworski charged that Colson 
had 
obstructed 
justice 
in 
the 
Ellsberg case “ by devising and 
implementing a scheme to defame 
and destroy the public image and 
credibility of Daniel Ellsberg and 


those engaged in the legal defense of 
Daniel Ellsberg, with the intent to 
influence, obstruct and impede the 
conduct and outcome of Ellsberg s 
criminal 
trial 
to 
insure 
his 
conviction. 
Specifically, 
Jaworski charged 
that in July and August of 1971, 
Colson 
and 
“others 
unnamed’ 
furthered the scheme by; 
—Releasing 
“defamatory 
and 
derogatory” allegations to news 
media about one of 
Ellsberg’s 
attorneys; 
—Trying 
to obtain 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatric 
records through the 
White House “plumbers” unit with 
the 
intent 
also 
of 
“ publicly 
disseminating” such information. 
“ How do you wish to plead0” 
Gesell asked Colson standing, head 


bowed, before him 
“ I plead guilty, your honor, 
he 
replied, his voice breaking. 
Merrill said the plot to discredit 
Ellsberg involved in part “what can 
only be described as a scurrilous and 
libelous 
memorandum' 
written 
about his lawyers and leaked to the 
press. 
The formal charge filed wth the 
court said that Colson knew that the 
release of that memorandum would 
“ influence, obstruct and impede' 
Ellsberg’s case. 
The formal charge also said that 
the raid on the psychiatrist s office 
which was conducted by White 
House Plumbers on Sept. 3,1971 —to 
obtain Ellsberg’s psychiatric files 
—was only part of a scheme to 
obstruct justice in the case.

Gesell rules on evidence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell today 
rejected President Nixon’s claim that he has sole authority to decide 
whether to surrender evidence subpoenaed for trial of former administra­ 
tion officials in the Ellsberg break-in 
Gesell said the law clearly gives the courts that authority and he has 
“various tools' he might ultimately use if the material is not produced, 
including contempt, indefinite delay of the trial or the dismissal of charges 
against all men indicted in the case. 
The President claimed authority to decide what evidence to surrender 
after Colson and another former presidential aide, John D. Ehrlichman, 
sought access under subpoena to the files they once used in the White House. 
Only the court can determine the relevancy or materiality of subpoenaed 
materials,” Gesell ruled. “These are matters of law, not ot policy... 
“ If the court determines that production is required of any document, 
that document must be produced.” 
While Gesell said “the court must reject the President’s suggestion” that 
only he can make such decisions, the judge did accept a compromise 
proposed by the White House last week on the issue of dissent subpoenas in 
the Ellsberg case. 
Gesell had threatened to dismiss the indictments in the Ellsberg case if 
the materials were not produced. Instead, he agreed to a White House 
suggestion to allow the files to be examined for selection of relevant 
documents.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Officials of

television networks say televising 
com m ittee 
hearings 
on

impeachment of President Nixon is 
vital to the democratic process. 
However, the House Judiciary 
Committee faces so many legal 
problems in opening its proceedings 
to the public that there now appears 
little chance any portion of the 
deliberations leading up to a mid- 
July 
vote 
on 
impeachment 
of 
President Nixon will be televised. 
But officials of ABC, CBS, and 
NBC said open hearings would 
insure the belief the inquiry was 
being conducted fairly. They added 
that TV coverage would reduce 
selective leaks aimed at damaging 
the President and not aiding him. 
“These hearings are vital to the 
democratic process,” said Walter 


Cronkite, CBS News anchorman. 
“The people should be allowed to 
see this process.” 
Richard Salant, president of CBS 
N ew s, 
sa id 
th e 
p o s s ib le 
impeachment involved the entire 
nation and should be opened. 
“The public should be invited in 
and allowed to see history in the 
making,” Salant said. “ It is useful 
to the democratic process,” Salant 
said. 
NBC 
News 
anchorman 
John 
Chancellor said, “Televising this is 
of the highest order. It’s not a 
simple crime.” 
ABC News anchormen Howard K. 
Smith and Harry Reasoner also said 
they were in favor of opening the 
hearings. 
Willian Sheehan, ABC News vice 
president, urged that the hearings 
be open.

Ellsberg evidence issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Watergate prosecutors and White House 
lawyers are teaming in an unlikely alliance hoping to persuade a federal 
judge not to order President Nixon to provide defense evidence for two 
former aides in the Ellsberg break-in case. 
Though they have quite different reasons for the common plea -th e 
prosecution is battling to save its case and the White House insisting 
national security is at stake - i t is defendants Charles W. Colson and John 
D. Ehrlichman who have the most to win or lose in the outcome. 


U.S. District Court Judge Gerhard A. Gesell scheduled a 9:30 a.m. EDT 
hearing today on Nixon’s motion to dismiss subpoenas from his one-time 
advisers for documents from their White House files. Ehrlichman and 
Colson say they need the evidence for their conspiracy trial due to start in 
two weeks. 
When Nixon refused to comply with the subpoenas 10 days ago, Gesell 
sternly warned presidential lawyer James D. St. Clair that the indictments 
might have to be thrown out if the evidence is not produced.

and a housewife in her home on May

Currents of youth, ideas churning up sewer business

Every wag has his day, they say Ami 
that includes the men who work in sewer 
plants 
Time was when a sewer man hung his 
head when asked where he worked Time 
was whi n a city dispatched town derelicts 
to operate the sewer plant, for two 
reasons 1 somebody had to do the job, and 
2. it was a way to get these undesirables oil 
the street. 
Now city wastewater treatment plants, 
as sewer plants are now better regarded 
these days, I ire college educated men like 
Bill Wilkins He is a marine biologist and 
he thinks his job as senior plant operator 
lab analyst as critical to man’s survival 
Still, uninformed people love to drop the 
old standard lines about sewer waste 
operations. These well-worn and ignoble 
jokes used to perturb Wilkins, but not 
anymore 
“ People 
just 
don t 
know 
how 
complicated wastewater treatment is,' he 
realizes. 
Nor do 
many 
people 
realize 
how 
important proper wastewater treatment is 
to the environment and human health At 
least, they didn't until recent times. 
He comments, “ everyone was happy it 
the toilet flushed.'' 


Attitudes about sewage treatment are 
rapidly changing A good working toilet is 
not enough, especially to the state and 
federal governments 
According to Wilkins, Lompoc is liable 
for a $6(KK) 
line daily because its 2 2 
million gallons of daily ellluent falls short 
of meeting the quality standard set bv law 
The reason lor the effluent s deficiency is 
because Lompoc’s wastewater facility was 
built to process 1 76 million gallons a day 
(This problem, though, will be relieved 
when the new $12 million facility is built. > 
The government, environmentalists, and 
other factions are concerned about the 
dangers of sub-standard effluent. Hence, 
the reason wastewater treatment is so 
momentous today when it was such a 
laughable topic in the past 
In the past, Lompoc, like other cities, 
dumped crudely processed sewer water 
daily into the ocean as land locked areas 
spilled their effluents into rivers and 
streams - all without much forethought 


However, people now know of the 
harmful effects of effluent that pile up to 
pollute bodies of water, including even the 
earth’s seas. 


“ Most of the oxygen we breath comes 
from the ocean." Wilkins pointed out “ It 
we kill the ocean by polluting it, we kill 
ourselves “ 


Maybe you heard about the town in lfaly 
recently where many of the residents 
contracted typhoid because of improper 
sewage treatment Maybe you read about 
the women in a Japanese village who gave 
birth to deformed babies, they had eaten 
contaminated shell fish 
Then you understand the importance of 
controlled effluent 
Wilkins says that sewer treatment plants 
could emit pure H20, only the method 
would be economically infeasible So the 
Lompoc plant does what it can to purify 
effluent to a certain degree prescribed by 
law The man who is responsible that that 
degree is maintained in Ixmipoc is Wilkins 
“ I see myself as responsible to the 
community to make sure we turn out as 
pure an effluent as possible for their 
protection 
and 
protection 
ol 
the 
environment," he remarks 
He does this as a lab analyst by 
conducting 16 tests weekly, six of which are 
done daily The lab contains thousands ot 
dollars worth of equipment like a biological 
oxygen 
demand 
manometer, 
a 
bacteriological incubator, and a spectro­ 
photometer He tests for water clarity, 
dissolved solids, biological strength of 
sewage, chlorine contents, and much more. 
The 
days 
when 
uneducated 
and 
uncertilicated workers manned 
sewer 


plants with the only objective to remove 
large suspended solids are finished When 
the Poi ter ( oilier act passed In 1971, the 
California law required that by Sept 1, 
1974 all people responsible for treatment 
plant operation must be* licensed by the 
state By 1975, all personnel who work in a 
plant must 
pass a lengthy written exam 
to bo certified 
Wilkins, JO, born and raised in Indiana, 
helped finance his way through Cal Poly in 
San Luis Obispo by working at that city’s 
wastewater treatment plant. He worked 
there two and hall years, finding the field 
interesting and exciting 


“ Water 
treatment 
is 
now 
where 
aerospace was 15 years ago, but it won’t 
die down like aerospace,” said Wilkins, 
who was employed by Lompoc's plant a 
year ago when he was graduated. 
Protecting the environment is now an 
ever-constant 
concern 
in 
wastewater 
treatment Intriguing research is on going: 
in converting sludge into fertilizer and 
packaging material, in using waste to fuel 
motor vehicles, in rescue of wastewater, 
tor example 


Even the present methods of cleaning 
wastewater will be phased out to more 
efficient ones, predicts Wilkins 
It all means, he indicated, the day of the 
sewer man is endless

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Governors near resolution 
on rooting out corruption 


New Israeli leader 
Rabin-no return to early frontiers 


SEATTLK, Wash (UPI) 
The country's governors, 
whose collective political influence seldom comes together 
on the same cause, moved Unlay toward approval of a 
strong resolution on the volatile question of what to do after 
Watergate. 
As about 45 chief state executives gather for the 1974 
National Governors Conference here, a campaign was 
generating support for a powerful specific statement on 
rooting corruption out of government. 
Gov 
Dan Evans of Washington, host and national 
chairman of the group, keynoted the meeting with a direct 
challenge to the federal government The states, he said, 
had taken “ decisive action in contrast to that of the 
national government’’ in fields such as political ethics, 
campaign reform, consumer protection and no fault auto 
insurance. 
"It has been the states who have responded most fully to 
the problems of the day,” he said “ This has been a 
response not in terms of empty rhetoric without action or 
visionary promises without dollars. It has been a response 
which has required executive and legislative courage, 
sound fiscal management plus a willingness to act.’ 
The first obstacle to putting the conferences on record 
with a formal government ethics resolution was passed 
Sunday The group’s executive committee - seven of nine 
members attending —unanimously approved a statement 


proposed by Republican Gov William Millikenof Michigan 
and Democrat Patrick Lucey of Wisconsin which called 
“ the fight to restore citizen confidence in government” the 
“ first obligation of every government official.” 


The resolution, which will be debated and acted upon 
Wednesday, urges “ all levels of government” to ensure 
“ loophole-free” campaign finance regulations, with limits 
on contributions and spending; “ stringent ethical codes for 
government officials which clearly define conflict of 
interest;” an end to secrecy in government with few excep­ 
tions, and “ registration and full disclosure of lobbying 
activities by all special interest groups.” 
Approval of the resolution was considered likely because 
more than 40 states have approved anticorruption legisla­ 
tion of varying strength in the past year. Thus the 
governors would not be criticizing themselves and their 
legislatures. 
However, the resolution could be taken as a message 
aimed at Congress, where the Senate has passed two 
campaign finance reform bills since last fall but the House 
has failed to act. 
The Milliken-Lucey proposal has one controversial 
element, calling for “ experiments in public campaign 
financing ’ — an approach opposed by President Nixon and 
some House Democratic leaders.

WASINGTON — As has been said 
in this space, before the chances are 
better than even that President 
Nixon 
and 
his 
p rin c ip a l 
confederates will get off scot free 
By 
an 
unpre­ 
cedented 
defiance 
of 
the 
law 
sub­ 
jecting the system 
of 
justice 
to 
an 
intolerable 
strain, 
the 
White 
House 
gang will go free in 
the courts and the 
President may es­ 
cape the ultimate 
penalty of impeach­ 
ment. 
What emerges looks very much 
like a mutual protective society. 
The principals under indictment in 
the Ellsberg breakin are calling for 
White House tapes essential for 
their 
defense. 
The 
tapes 
are 
refused 


Since the relevant evidence is not 
available, the charges against them 
must be dismissed. Judge Gerhard 
Gesell put this in forthright languale 
when he demanded to know whether 
the President was aware that he 
was aborting the case by refusing to 
hand over the evidence. 


The same thing will happen when 
the seven principals indicted on 
March 1 come to trial. The tapes 
will be withheld by the President. 
The case will be dismissed and 
Mitchell, Ehrlichman, Haldeman & 
Co. will go free 


They will have performed their 
part of the bargain by concealing 
what 
they 
know 
about 
the 


President’s 
complicity 
in 
the 
Watergate and related scandals 
It is impossible to exaggerate the 
damage this will do to the system of 
justice and law However much the 
obfuscation about tapes, transcripts 
and the dates of conversations, with 
the process interminably drawn out, 
the lesson will not be lost. It will be 
written in ever-increasing cynicism 
and distrust of the system and 
contempt for the Nixon rhetoric of 
law and order. 
The little people, the marginal 
people, the Jeb Magruders, the 
Dwight Chapins, the Egil Kroghs, 
go to jail. The big fish swim out to 
the net through the holes their 
clever lawyers find for their escape. 
This was the reaction of cynicism 
and disillusion when former Vice 
President Sprio Agnew was let off 
with a legal slap on the wrist with a 
memorandum 
before 
the 
court 
listing 38 crimes of bribery and 
corruption. 
Consider whether just this same 
outcome may result if and when the 
President stands on trial before the 
bar of the Senate. His enormously 
clever 
and 
resourceful 
lawyer 
James St. Clair can argue that while 
a bill of impeachment was voted by 
the House of Representatives it was 
not underwritten by the relevant 
evidence. 
As in the courts, the House 
Judiciary Committee will have been 
refused the tapes sought to establish 
guilt or innocence. 
Senators wanting to find a reason 
to vote for Nixon’s acquittal will be 


able to fasten on this legalism 
justifying confidentiality, executive 
privilege 
and 
the 
rest of 
the 
rigamarole of concealment. 
Such a 
defense by a President 
defying every canon of the law will 
be even more a farce than as special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski suggested 
is the White House stonewalling in 
the courts. But it requires only 34 
plus one to acquit and, fantastic as it 
seems at this moment, it may be the 
escape hatch 
In all this is a terrible historic 
irony. 
It 
comes 
against 
the 
background of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's valiant efforts to 
bring peace to the Middle East. 
The reward for President Nixon 
will be a tour of Middle East 
capitals, 
meaning 
a 
television 
spectacular at the time when the 
test in the courts occurs. The 
distracting effect hardly needs to be 
underscored 
It comes when the detente with 
the Soviet Union and the possibility 
of a further breakthrough in curbing 
the nuclear arms race is at a critical 
point. Except for die-hard cold war 
warriors and those with a political 
axe to grind no one can want this to 
fail. 
These 
are 
some 
of 
the 
enormous credits of the Nixon- 
Kissinger foreign policy. 
But can they be built on a 
structure in such fearful disarray 
and disorder? We shall know in the 
weeks ahead whether the foreign 
policy initiatives can have what will 
be in effect an independent life of 
their own.

Pro sports blackout 


A 
meeting 
Saturday 
between 
California Senator John Tunney and 
15 spokesmen for the Cable TV 
industry across the state did not 
reveal what the chances will be this 
week of a cable sports blackout 
being approved in Washington or 
even how Tunney will vote on the 
matter. 
The junior Cali­ 
fornia lawmaker is 
a member of the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
which, 
late this week, will 
vote on a rider to 
the Omnibus Copy­ 
right 
Bill 
which 
would 
effectively 
make it illegal for 
Cable TV stations to 
carry pro sports telecasts their 
viewers couldn’t already pick up 
with an antenna. 
For Lompoc, this would mean the 
loss of televised Dodger and Angels 
baseball, 
Kings hockey, 
Lakers 
basketball, fights at the Forum and 
other events. Statewide, similar 
blackouts would 
blot out cable 
distribution of urban telecasts of a 
host of other events, including A’s 
and Giants baseball, Golden State 
Warriors basketball, and others. 
Generally, the areas impacted by 
passage 
of 
the 
rider 
would 
predominantly be rural ones. 
But, behind a large desk in his 
wood 
paneled, 
sub-stratospheric 
office high in the Federal Building 
on Wilshire Blvd. in Los Angeles, 
Tunney did reveal some of the 
arguments 
for 
the 
other 
side, 
according 
to 
Bowie 
Kuhn, 
the 
commissioner of baseball. 
According to Kuhn, the whole 
issue centers around the sports 
owners’ legal interest in the play- 
by play descriptions of their games 
which, unlike another copyrighted 
item, are only of value when live 
and can be economically reduced in 
value if allowed to be reproduced 
indiscriminately. 
Cable TV can harm the live gate 
at the stadium, Kuhn believes by 
bringing 
blacked 
out 
broadcast 
games back into the home town area 
or by showing a competing game of 
a better team. 
With a proliferation of Cable TV 


game 
coverage, 
the 
value 
of 
broadcast 
TV 
franchises 
for 
professional sports will come down 
and stations will bid less for the 
rights to telecast games of a 
particular club, or stop carrying 
them altogether, Kuhn’s thoughts 
continued. 
According 
to Kuhn’s written 
comments, cable systems would be 
able to contract to carry pro sports 
directly with the club paying a fee. 
One 
important 
stress of 
the 
argument of the CATV group was 
that 
cable 
dissemination 
of 
professional games, rather than 
making broadcast franchises with 
professional teams cheaper, makes 
them more valuable. 
Small 
independent 
broadcast 
stations carrying pro teams, they 
reported have added 10 per cent to 
their advertising rate cards because 
their signal has, up until now, been 
carried far afield by cable television 
systems, reaching more potential 
buyers. 
This, the cable spokesmen said, 
accrues to the advantage of the 
professional teams, which can then 
charge more for the rights to 
broadcast their games. 
Another 
stress 
of 
the 
cable 
leaders was that clamping down the 
pro sports blackout would amount to 
discrimination by location which 
would primarily impact upon the 
lower 
economic 
groups 
as 
it 
weakens the cable industry. 
The blackout would prevent cable 
systems from importing signals of 
pro sports events not obtainable 
over antennas anyway. In order, 
then for people in more rural areas 
to be able to watch a Dodgers or 
Lakers game, their monthly rates 
would have to be hiked to reflect the 
fee their cable system would have to 
pay the pro clubs for the privilege of 
telecasting their games. The rural 
viewers would have to pay more 
than city dwellers for the same 
product. 
For the price of one box seat, the 
cable group argued, a family can 
now watch a month’s worth of 
professional sports on Cable TV. 
The blackout would change this and 
effectively remove pro sports from 
the day to day lives of thousands of 
people. 


Perhaps the most far reaching 
argument of the cable spokesmen, 
who 
represented 
perhaps 
three 
million viewers, had to do with the 
viability of the cable industry itself. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission (FCC) has recently 
laid down cable guidelines which 
have thrown all of the nation’s cable 
companies 
into 
rebuilding 
and 
refining programs, they said. Some 
Teleprom pter 
included, 
are 
presently operating in the red partly 
due to this mandate. 
The FCC’s long range motive for 
this, they said, was to usher in an 
age of Cable TV offering full range 
public access and public service 
channels, 
local 
town 
coverage, 
vaster public dialogue and all of the 
other future fruits of cable. 
Many systems have embarked on 
educational 
and 
other 
public 
programming now, though they 
aren’t selling advertising or time. 
Sports, on the other hand, is a 
prime 
selling 
point 
for 
cable 
subscriptions. With this taken away, 
the industry, its captains said, will 
be far less able to fulfill the broader 
social role envisioned for it. 
A good team, they said, will draw 
fans to the stadium anyway. But a 
pro sports cable blackout could have 
the effect of wiping out educational 
and 
public 
TV 
programs 
by 
rendering 
cable companies less 
capable of producing them.
